rogation, confused, vague, «a, at times, contr a dictory, especially 
as related to his connections and work vith the B2B. Ma lle he 
ec&ftiste&tly tried to convey the iapresslon that he was being cooperative, 
any atteapt to delve more deeply and exhaustively Into his background 
has been fruitless* It was not believed that further interrogation 
would produce any concrete results* J
